Adopted: by 84 yeas to 2 nays, Lucas amendment 
to confine the subject matter of the bill to compensation 
of President, Vice President, and Speaker, after rejecting 
Flanders amendment to this amendment attempting to 
retain provisions of the bill providing increased salary 
for employees of the District of Columbia government;

Committee on Foreign Relations: 'The committee con- 
cluded hearings on the nomination of Dean G. Acheson 
to be Secretary of State, after receiving testimony from 
Mr. Acheson and Edward R. Stettinius, Jr., former Sec- 
retary of State and now of the University of Virginia, 
in support of the nomination.

Hartley law be repealed and that the National Labor 
Relations Act, known as the Wagner Act, be restored 
as it existed at the time of the enactment of the Taft- 
Hartley bill with the single amendment as it stands in 
the Thomas bill (S. 249), which continues the National 
Labor Relations Board as a five-man body as it now 
exists; that hearings begin forthwith on amendments 
to the Wagner Act consistent with the proposals made 
by the President; that said hearings be closed not later 
than February 1o, 1949; and that the bill for the repeal 
of the Taft-Hartley law be then reported to the Senate 
with such amendment or amendments to the Wagner 
Act as the committee may deem wise."

Before Friday’s open hearings started, the full com- 
mittee met in executive session and appointed subcom- 
mittees. It also voted to report to the House H. R. 128; 
providing that acreage planted to cotton in 1949 shall 
not be used in computing cotton acreage allotments for 
any subsequent year. The bill was amended to include 
farms not planted to cotton in 1947 or 1948, or regarded 
as planted in 1947 because of war crop production or 
service in the armed forces, shall be regarded as having 
a 1948 planted acreage equal to the 1942 acreage allot- 
ment. 


ARMY-AIR FORCE COMPOSITION 


Committee on Armed Services: Hon. W. Stuart Sym- 
ington, Secretary of the Air Force, concluded the testi- 
mony that he begun last Friday on behalf of H. R. 1437, 
Army and Air Force composition bill, and was followed 
by Gen. Hoyt S. Vandenberg, Chief of Staff, Air Force, 
who also favored the measure.

EXPORT CONTROLS 


Committee on Banking and Currency: Speaking in 
support of Н. К. 1661, a bill extending export controls, 
Thomas C. Blaisdell, Jr., Acting Assistant Secretary of 
Commerce, recommended that the present law author- 
izing controls over exports which expire February 28, 
1949, be extended until June 30, 1951, subject, however, 
to termination by the President or by concurrent reso- 
lution of the Congress should the need therefor cease to 
exist earlier.

GOVERNMENT REORGANIZATION 


Committee on Expenditures in the Executive Depart- 
ments: Concluded hearings on H. R. 1569, providing 
for the reorganization of Government agencies. Ex- 
President Herbert Hoover, Chairman, Commission on 
Organization of the Executive Branch of the Govern- 
ment, favored the legislation and pointed out that this 
bill *is just the first, and a necessary step, in the griev- 
ously needed reorganization of the executive branch of 
the Government." He said that other vital steps will 
also be necessary to solve the whole problem of reorgan- 
ization and will require different legislation. The aims 
of this alinement of agencies are to “reduce expenses, 
gain efficiency, and make life easier for the citizen in 
his dealings with the Government.” 

In an afternoon session, Representative Carl Vinson, 
of Georgia, testified on the proposed legislation and 
suggested that in the event of a reorganization bill being 
presented by the President, such reorganization as would 
affect the armed services should be separated from any 
single-package bill and handled as an individual meas- 
ure.

Committee on Expenditures in the Executive Depart-

approved funds for subcommittees of the committee as

Committee on Interstate and Foreign Commerce: In 
executive session the committee selected the 2d and 4th 
Wednesdays of each month as its regular meeting days.

Act, and the Thomas (Utah) substitute there- 
for, with Paul M. Herzog, Chairman, NLRB, express- 
ing his views and opinions on the bill and substitute.

Committee on Agriculture: James Hand, Jr., represent- 
ing the Delta Council, testified before the Subcommit- 
tee on Cotton and discussed the Agricultural Act of 
1948 as it relates to cotton; recommended go-percent 
parity for cotton and provisions for support prices for 
cottonseed be included in the revised legislation, the 
level of support to be comparable to those available for 
other major oil-bearing seeds. He also recommended 
that there be a reserve of acreage for establishing allot- 
ments for farms on which no cotton was planted in the 
past 3 years and that this reserve be deducted from the 
State allotment before the State allotment is distributed 
among the counties; the amount of the reserve to be 
set by the State committee and not to exceed 2 percent 
of the State allotment.

legislation; James Rouse, Mortgage Bankers Associa- 
tion of America, opposed the public-housing provisions 
and recommended amendments to other sections of the 
pending legislation; Horace Russell and Abner Fergu- 
son, United States Savings and Loan League, opposed 
public housing but urged enactment of slum-clearance 
program whereby States and cities would match Fed- 
eral funds to clear blighted areas for redevelopment but 
divorced from any other proposals for public housing; 
John F. Everitt, National Retail Dealers Association, 
opposed public-housing provisions and recommended 
amendments to other sections of the pending bills; 
Luke W. Wilson, Progressive Party, told the commit- 
tee that the bills do not go far enough; and Mrs. Leslie 
Wright, General Federation of Women’s Clubs, ap- 
peared generally in support of a long-range comprehen- 
sive program. 

On Friday, February 11, the committee heard Ed- 
ward Lauber Stokes, former Member of Congress, state 
that building of homes is essentially a work for the 
States, not for the Federal Government. He said let 
the Government lend money if they choose to on mort- 
gages at any fair rate. George B. Hamilton, National 
Association of Rural Housing, testified favorably to S. 
685. J. W. Brabner Smith, attorney of Washington, 
urged the return to the principles of the original Hous- 
ing Act concerning the secondary market for mortgage 
loans. Edgar G. Brown, National Negro Council, said 
definite language must be included in the proposed 
legislation to outlaw racial discrimination and segrega- 
tion in administration, construction, finance, insurance, 
and occupancy.

less expensive if it is provided by the people themselves.

Committee on Banking and Currency: Hearings before 
the Subcommittee on Housing and Rents on pending 
housing legislation continued with the following wit- 
nesses testifying: 


Favoring the legislation were: Senator Pepper; John 
Carson, the Cooperative League; John A. Hannah, pres- 
ident, Michigan State College; J. Hillis Miller, presi- 
dent, University of Florida, representing Association of 
Land Grant Colleges and Universities; and John 
Thomas Taylor, Walter E. Alessandroni, and Elbert H. 
Burns, all of the American Legion. Corwin Wilson, 
director of research, Corwill Corp., stressed. that the 
legislation to aid both rural housing and housing re- 
search presents an opportunity for simplification of de- 
signing for mass consumption, 
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George W. West, U. S. Chamber of Commerce, and 
John F. Everitt, National Retail Lumber Dealers Asso- 
ciation, appeared in opposition to the bills. Hearings 
continue tomorrow. 


SMALL BUSINESS 


Committee on Banking and Currency: Senator Murray 
was heard in favor of his resolution, S. Res. 29, and 
Senator Wherry spoke in support of his resolution, S. 
Res.55. Both resolutions are to create a Committee To 
Study Small Business. Hearings continue Friday. 


REORGANIZATION 


Committee on Expenditures in the Executive Depart- 
ments: Hearings were continued before the committee 
on S. 526, Reorganization Act of 1949, with eight wit- 
nesses testifying as follows: The five following wit- 
nesses favored exemption of the Corps of Engineers 
from the proposed reorganization bill: Theodore T.

Chamber of Commerce; Everett T. Winter, Mississippi 
Valley Association; and O. Slack Barrett, Ohio Valley 
Improvement Association, Cincinnati; A. E. Lyon, Rail- 
way Labor Executives Association, asked that the Na- 
tional Mediation Board, National Railroad Adjustment 
Board, Railroad Retirement Board, and the ICC be 
exempted; Maple T. Harl, FDIC, suggested enactment 
of S. 526 as introduced; F. Raymond Peterson, Ameri- 
can Bankers Association, told the committee if any 
one of the three following agencies should be exempted 
under S. 526, then the other two should also be 
exempted: Board of Governors of the Federal Reserve 
System, Comptroller of the Currency, and FDIC; and 
a statement was submitted for the record by Maj. Gen. 
Lewis A. Pick, incoming Chief of Engineers, U. S. 
Army.

GUIDED MISSILES—SERVICE BILLS 


Committee on Armed Services: Subcommittee No. 1 
approved for reporting to the full committee H. R. 1741, 
authorizing establishment of a joint long-range proving 
ground for guided missiles, for scientific study, testing, 
and training purposes by the Departments of Army, 
Navy, and Air Force. Concluding witnesses were C. V. 
Whitney, Assistant Secretary of the Air Force; Brig. 
Gen. William L. Richardson, Department of the Air 
Force; Dr. Karl Compton, Chairman, Research and 
Development Board; and a representative from the State 
Department. 

Subcommittee No. 3 considered four bills and took 
the following action: 

Approved to be reported to the full committee S. 632, 
to authorize certain Navy personnel to accept gifts and 
decorations by foreign governments; and S. 673, as 
amended, relating to pay and allowances of Naval Re- 
serve officers performing active duty in rear admiral 
grade. 
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Agreed to hold over for further consideration S. 629, 
authorizing disposition of certain personal property in 
possession of Departments of Treasury, Army, Navy, or 
Air Force; and tabled S. 77, relating to restrictions 
against increased forces at any navy yard preceding a 
Presidential or congressional election. 


RENT CONTROL 


Committee on Banking and Currency: At the hearings 
on H. R. 1731, rent-control extension bill, Leon London 
and J. L. Nicoll, representing certain New York hotel 
tenants, spoke in favor of the extension, followed by 
John E. Owen, president, National Apartment Owners' 
Association, who spoke in opposition. Rodney Lock- 
wood, vice president, National Association of Home 
Builders, submitted a statement in opposition to the 
bill. Hearings continue tomorrow. 


MINIMUM WAGE 


Committee on Education and Labor: Witnesses testi- 
fying on H. R. 2033, amending the Fair Labor Standards 
Act of 1938, regarding the raising of minimum-wage 
rates from 40 to 75 cents an hour, were W. R. Blake, 
executive vice president, National Cotton Council of 
America; Dr. C. R. Sayre, executive director of the 
Delta Council; Maurice Purnell, Dallas News, Texas;

ECONOMIC COOPERATION ACT 


Committee on Foreign Affairs: Secretary of State Dean 
Acheson and Paul Nitze, also of the State Department,

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GI FIANCES AND TIANCÉES 


Committee on the Judiciary: Ordered H. J. Res. 160 re- 
ported to the House. This joint resolution authorizes 
the completion of the visa processing cases and admis- 
sion of certain alien fiancés and fiancées of members of 
the U. S. armed forces. Also reported 10 private immi- 
gration bills to the House. 


FISHING INDUSTRY 


Committee on Merchant Marine and Fisheries: Sub- 
committee on Fisheries and Wildlife Conservation 
opened hearings on consideration of problems relating 
to the fishing industry, with particular reference to im- 
ports of fish and fishery products. Testifying were Rep- 
resentative Bates of Massachusetts; Charles E. Jackson, 
general manager, National Fisheries Institute, Inc.; 
O. R. Strackbein, executive secretary, America’s Wage 
Earners Protective Conference, both of Washington, 
D. C.; and A. W. Anderson, Chief, Branch of Com- 
mercial Fisheries, Fish and Wildlife Service. Also testi-

PAY INCREASES 


Committee on Post Office and Civil Service: 'The Mur- 
ray subcommittee held an executive meeting and consid- 
ered H. R. 1689, pay increases for Government depart- 
ment heads. Postponed further discussion until a later 
date. 


CEMETERIES—PARKS—VETERANS 

Committee on Public Lands: The Subcommittee on 
Public Lands considered, but took no final action, on 
the following bills: H. R. 954, interment in adjoining 
graves in national cemeteries of certain parents and 
children. A favorable statement on the legislation from 
Representative Rogers of Massachusetts was furnished 
by B. H. McKinley. H. R. 1662, acquisition by U. S. 
Government of facilities of Rainier National Park Co. 
Favorable testimony was offered by Representative Tol- 
lefson, author of this bill. H. R. 1655, Federal aid to 
State parks, on which Mrs. Harlene James, executive 
secretary, National Conference on State Parks, testified 
favorably; and H. R. 1549, permitting settlement of 
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certain parts of Alaska by war veterans. Representative 
Lemke, who favored this bill; explained its provisions. 


GAO BUILDING 


Committee on Public Works: Ordered reported to the 
House H. R. 2626, to increase the limit of cost of the 
GAO Building from $22,850,000 to $25,400,000. Wit- 
nesses heard were Maj. Gen. Philip B. Fleming, Federal 
Works Administrator, and W. E. Reynolds, Commis- 
sioner, and H. G. Hunter, Assistant Commissioner, of 
the Public Buildings Administration. 


VETERANS’ PENSIONS—U. S. CODE 


Committee on Veterans’ Affairs: Ordered reported fa- 
vorably to the House H. R. 2681, which would grant 
pensions to World Wars I and II veterans at $90 a 
month on reaching age 65. For those needing aid and 
attendance of another person, the rate would be $120 per 
month. The bill would also increase the income limi- 
tation for widows and children from $1,000 to $2,000 
for a widow without a child, and from $2,500 to $3,000 
for a widow with a child or children. It also provides 
that widows of World War II shall be awarded pen- 
sion on the same basis as widows of World War I. Pro- 
vision is made to bar the drawing of compensation or 
retirement pay concurrent with receipt of pension, but 
the veteran may elect to receive the more favorable 
amount. 

Pursuant to request of Representative Bryson, chair- 
man of Judiciary Subcommittee No. 4, Chairman 
Rankin appointed the following subcommittee to con- 
sider in conjunction with the Judiciary subcommitee, 
H. R. 274, to codify title 38, Pensions and Veterans’ 
Benefits: Representatives Allen of Louisiana, chairman, 
Teague, Patten, Meyer, and Patterson.

Committee Meetings 
RURAL TELEPHONES 


Committee on Agriculture: Secretary of Agriculture 
Charles F. Brannan testified before Subcommittee No. 1 
in its consideration of H. R. 113, authorizing the Rural 
Electrification Administration to finance and construct 
rural telephone lines. He expressed his Department's 
extreme interest in the subject of rural telephones and 
its anxiety to contribute whatever it could in the con- 
gressional consideration of this legislation. He said 
that the Department of Agriculture was strongly in 
favor of some move in the direction which would bring 
to the rural people of this country telephone service, 
and that they should have an opportunity to enjoy the 
standard of living which the rest of the people of this 
country are enjoying. 

Also speaking on behalf of the bill were J. T. Sanders, 
legislative counsel, the National Grange; Harry Cald- 
well, North Carolina Grange; Gwyn Price, chairman, 
North Carolina REA; Ben Strong, legislative repre- 
sentative, National Farmers Union;- Emil Loriks, 
farmer, South Dakota; Oscar Tortensen, farmer, Minne- 
sota; Obed Wyum, Farmers Union, North Dakota, and 
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president, State Association of REA Cooperatives; and 
Clyde Ellis, manager, National Rural Electric Cooper- 
ative Association. 

Testifying in opposition to the bill was J. T. Naylor, 
vice president and general manager, Sunland-Tujunga 
Telephone Co., Sunland, Calif., who also represented 
the Pacific Coast Independent Telephone Committee 
on Rural Service. He presented a six-point program 
which he said had been pursued with considerable suc- 
cess in assisting the companies he represented. Не con- 
cluded his statement by saying, “that there is no neces- 
sity for such legislation. Existing agencies are fully 
capable and are anxious to meet the rural telephone de- 
mand in pace with the country's capacity for produc- 
tion of telephone supplies and equipment. The Pacific 
coast offices of the RFC are doing a good job of helping 
the telephone companies in our area finance their 
operation."

sound; Dr. Goodrich C. White, president of Emory 
University, who urged the committee to include the 
Pepper-Neely amendment in reporting out the National 
Housing Act of 1949 (S. 138); and Rt. Rev. Msgr. John 
O’Grady, National Conference of Catholic Charities, 
who was convinced that private enterprise can provide 
ways and means of meeting the housing needs of middle- 
income groups, with the additional aids which are 
recommended and which are provided in the bills be- 
fore the committee.

Committee on Agriculture: Subcommittee No. 3, Rep- 
resentative Granger, chairman, opened hearings on a

Committee on Agriculture: Opened hearings on the 
subject of oleomargarine tax repeal. Representative 
Poage, author of H. R. 3, a bill which would repeal oleo 
tax and amend the act requiring positive identification 
of yellow margarine, spoke on behalf of his bill and 
called attention to the fact that pro-butter groups are 
supporting a bill in Congress which would result in the 
repeal of taxes and license fees with respect to margarine, 
but which would, in turn, directly prohibit the manufac- 
ture and sale of yellow margarine in the channels of 
interstate commerce. Не stated that the sale of yellow 
"margarine would not hurt the dairy farmers; that by 
making the use of table spreads available to people who 
cannot now afford butter the number of consumers of 
spreads will be increased, with benefit to all. He pointed 
out that foods by the score are artificially colored to meet 
consumer tastes, 

The following Members of the House spoke in favor 
of their bills which would repeal the margarine tax: 
Representatives Abernethy, Corbett, and Battle. An- 
other witness, Harold O. Smith, Jr., executive vice presi- 
dent, U. S. Wholesale Grocers' Association, Inc., testi- 
fied in favor of margarine tax repeal. In concluding 
his statement he said that his association certainly has

Committee on Agriculture: Subcommittee No. x held 
open hearings in consideration of the following three 
bills: H. R. 1316, authorizing cancellation of interest, 
and in some cases the principal, on certain feed and seed 
loans, and providing a penalty for falsifications; H. R. 
1394, to cancel emergency crop, seed, and feed loans 
where the maker of such loans has been disabled or 
killed in action in World War II; and H. J. Res. 54, 
relating to emergency crop, seed, and feed loans and to 
regional agricultural credit corporation loans. 

Representatives Burdick and Lemke, and D. W. 
Haugen, McLean County, N. Dak., spoke on behalf of 
the three bills. Angus McDonald, assistant legislative 
secretary, National Farmers Union, testified in favor of 
H. R. 1316. He stated that these loans made under 
such conditions were only secured by the current crop; 
that they were supposed to be short-term loans, repay- 
able in a year or less and consequently carried a very 
high rate of interest; that in all probability it would cost 
much more to collect the loans than they were worth. 
In conclusion he said that the National Farmers Union 
urged that the subcommittee give the purposes of the 
bill earnest consideration and hoped that it would be 
reported favorably.

to support the price of any nonbasic agricultural com- 
modity, other than Irish potatoes, which are so perish- 
able in nature as not to be reasonably storable without 
excessive loss or cost. Mr. Hunter was particularly ques- 
tioned with regard to whether‘or not, under the provi- 
sions of the present act, any program was available for 
livestock, other than such funds as might be available 
under section 32, Public Law 320, Seventy-fourth Con- 
gress. Mr. Hunter stated that the CCC funds might 
properly be used to support the price of livestock through 
supporting the price of the storable products of livestock, 
and also to the extent that livestock itself might be stored 
in such a manner as to protect the program. He was 
also questioned concerning his interpretation of the act 
of 1948 with regard to the sale of commodities by the 
CCC. Hearings will continue tomorrow.

produce fertilizer in Government-owned plants for the 
occupied countries; that it was contemplated that the 
Army would terminate its program by October 1, 1948. 
He stated further that the Army production in plants 
presently operated is now more than sufficient for the 
occupied countries; that had it not been for legislation 
increasing the scope of the Army fertilizer program, 
none of Phillips’ cactus production would be required 
by the Army. Не concluded by saying that his firm 
would supply during the fiscal year, under the 50-per- 
cent export program, 14,500 tons; under the 10-percent 
domestic program, 36,000 tons—a total of 50,500 tons. 
In his discourse on the proposed fertilizer program for 
fiscal 1949-50, he said that there is presently a critical 


need for fertilizer in chis country, but despite this, do- 
mestic and foreign production is increasing rapidly; 
that export requirements for next year should be much 
less than last year; and that he believed the interest of 
agriculture could best be served by the fertilizer industry 
without the restrictions and complications of Govern- 
ment supervision, and that section 205 of Public Law 
793 should be repealed. Hearings will be continued 
tomorrow.

CORN-MARKETING QUOTAS 


Committee on Agriculture: Charles F. Brannan, Sec- 
retary of Agriculture, again testified before the Pace 
Special Subcommittee on Farm Price Supports and was 
questioned in detail about various points brought up in 
his statement of yesterday with reference to the na- 
tional corn program. The early part of the discussion 
concerned the possibility of having marketing quotas 
in 1951. The Secretary stated they have asked for addi- 
tional funds in order to have the basic information 
available in the event the situation develops that would 
necessitate such a program. He added, however, that 


the Department has no desire to exercise such a jurisdic- 
tion unless it becomes absolutely necessary in the inter- 
est of the farm program and general objectives of the 
program. 

Members also discussed at length the authority, which 
the Solicitor has said the Department has, to deny all 
or part of the benefits, such as price supports, soil-con- 
servation benefits, etc., to producers of one commodity 
who fail to comply with the program in effect in con- 
nection with other crops. They also questioned Mr. 
Brannan and Mr. McArthur of the Grain Division rela- 
tive to the variation in support prices for corn in the 
commercial corn area and the noncommercial. 

The committee and the Secretary agreed that it was 
doubtful if the corn growers would submit to quotas 
unless the whole feed-grain situation was handled to- 
gether. Hearings will continue tomorrow.

(6) Agreed that section 608 of title VI of the National 
Housing Act, on insurance of mortgages for construc- 
tion of rental housing, be extended until June 30, 1949; 

(7) In the case of hotels, as agreed upon, all controls 
would be removed on hotels in cities under 2/7 million; 
in larger cities, provision is made for bringing under 
control permanent accommodations on March 1, 1949, 
in other than transient hotels—transient hotel accom- 
modations in such cities would be decontrolled ; 

(8) As to rents, the House language of the bill rela- 
tive to fair returns from rentals was accepted with mod- 
ification to provide that ceiling rents be adjusted to 
yield a fair net operating income; and 

(9) In the case of luxury apartments, the Senate ver- 
sion was accepted with modification to provide the 
Expediter with authority to decontrol any or all such 
accommodations without regard to rental price if in 
his judgment such action would result in additional 
housing accommodation by conversion.

FARM PROGRAM 


Joint Meeting of House Committee on Agriculture 
with Senate Committee on Agriculture and Forestry: 
Charles F. Brannan, Secretary of Agriculture, testified 
today before a joint session of these two groups on the 
national farm program—a program that he would 
much rather having working well in the immediate 
future than one that will partly do the job for 20 years. 
The Secretary stated that he was thankful that we have 
had a great deal of excellent legislation and much good 
experience on which to base an effective farm program, 
and added, “We have seen that the measures dealing. 
with the selling prices of farm products and the incomes 
of producers are the keys to a successful program.” 

He listed several ways in which we can expect an 
effective farm production and price-stabilization pro- 
gram to serve the interests of all the people; namely, it 
should help prevent depression, help build markets for 
industrial goods, and help maintain employment for 
labor. He pointed out that stable farm prices and in- 
comes encourage high-level production with the great- 
est assurance of reasonable prices to consumers, because 
a program that helps maintain farm income helps to 
maintain agricultural resources. 

Mr. Brannan presented several proposals and dis- 
cussed the objectives, formulas, application of support, 
and conditions of support in detail. His discussion in- 
cluded the income and price-support standards, appli- 
cation to specific commodities, price-support methods, 
conditions, and limits. 

The Secretary will continue on this subject tomorrow 
at a meeting of the House Committee on Agriculture.

COLORADO RIVER 


Committee on Interior and Insular Affairs: Continuing 
hearings on S. 75, to authorize construction, operation, 
and maintenance of dams on the Colorado River at 
Bridge Canyon, together with certain appurtenant dams 
and canals, and $. J. Res. 4, granting congressional con- 
sent to joinder of the U. S. in suit in the U. S. Supreme

CIVIL-SERVICE RETIREMENT, STAMPS, AND 
NOMINATIONS 


Committee on Post Office and Civil Service: In execu- 
tive session the committee took the following actions: 

Voted to report favorably 20 postmastership nomina- 
tions in States of Delaware, Illinois, Pennsylvania, 
Washington, and Wisconsin, and appointed a special 
subcommittee consisting of Senators McKellar, Langer, 
and Johnston to consider protests filed in connection 
with certain postmaster nominations in Ohio and 
Wisconsin. 

Committee adopted a resolution on commemorative 
stamps to the effect that it will not consider the 35 reso- 
lutions and bills now pending before the committee to 
authorize issuance of certain commemorative stamps 
nor any other bills which might be introduced in the 
Eighty-first Congress, since the Postmaster General has 
such authority. It was recommended by the committee 
that not more than 12 such stamps be issued in any one 
calendar year. 

Reports were received from subcommittees on the 
following bills, each of which the committee voted to 
report favorably to the Senate: S. 771, providing for 
renewal of and adjustment of compensation under con- 
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tracts for carrying mail on water routes; H. R. 20, to 
authorize the creation of 10 professional and scientific 
positions in National Advisory Committee for Aero- 
nautics, in lieu of S. 721; S. 878, to provide certain bene- 
fits for annuitants who retired under Civil Service Re- 
tirement Act of 1930 prior to April 1, 1948, with amend- 
ment; and S. 1459, to amend the Civil Service Retire- 
ment Act by waiving time limitations in the case of 
employees whose disabling condition is essentially 
chronic. 

Committee agreed that Subcommittee No. 5 proceed 
with hearings on pay bills now pending before the com- 
mittee if the administration’s classification bill is not 
received on or before May 5. 

In accordance with the recommendations of various 
subcommittees, the following bills were indefinitely 
postponed by the committee: S. 744, to provide certain 
benefits for annuitants who retired prior to April 1,

ing materials, building mechanics, and mortgage financ- 
ing, in the last 3 years private industry had provided 
nearly 10,000,000 people with new homes, and assuming 
economic conditions permit continued production at 
that rate, it would rehouse the entire population of the 
United States within 36 years. Mr. Lockwood particu- 
larly criticized the high cost of public housing as pro- 
posed in the bill. 

James P. Bourne, president, Louisville and Jefferson 
County Property Owners ‘Association, testified that the 
results of a survey conducted by his organization indi- 
cated that in spite of all the propaganda for so-called 
low-rent housing and slum clearance, only 31 percent 
of our citizenry favor the plan. Hearings will be con- 
tinued tomorrow.

riod; (c) flexible support prices for milk and its prod- 
ucts based upon full parity with minimum of 75 per- 
cent of parity; (d) amendment to have specific parity 
formula for milk and its products not subject to admin- 
istrative interpretation; and (e) application of the 
Aiken food-allotment plan for the underprivileged as 
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an aid to disposition of surpluses. Mr. Gordon elabo- 
rated on the butter, cheese, and other manufactured 
commodities, and said no single milk parity program 
would safeguard them. He recommended adoption 
of H. R. 2200, dealing with announcement of parity 
price on milk, starting January 1, 1950. Mr. Kopitske 
presented the price situation as it applies to cheese. 
This testimony concluded the hearings on milk and 
milk products. Committee will meet tomorrow to hear 
representatives of Irish-potato groups.

affairs of the War Assets Administration. 

A proposed provision which would have extended be- 
yond December 31, 1949, the public benefit allowances 
for education, under the Surplus Property Act, was 
postponed for further consideration by the committee. 

The title of the committee print of the bill as approved 
is “To simplify the procurement, utilization, and dis- 
posal of Government property, and to reorganize cer- 
tain agencies of the Government."

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Speaking in favor of parity for angora mohair were 
Representatives Fisher, Fernandez, Regan, Thornberry, 
and Miles, and Ernest Williams, secretary-treasurer, 
Texas Sheep & Goat Raisers, Inc., San Angelo, Tex. All 
of the above witnesses, who testified in connection with 
angora mohair, felt that mohair should be given the 
same consideration; that is, be included in the definition 
of wool, and be given support in the farm program. 


MINERAL RIGHTS 


Committee on Agriculture: Subcommittee No. 3 opened 
hearings on H. R. 395, 2500, 2207, 1264, and 3957. These 
bills relate to the disposition of mineral interests reserved 
to the Government by its agencies in connection with 
sale or other disposal of land. These lands were largely 
held by the Department of Agriculture under the Bank- 
head-Jones Act from 1936 to 1946, and some held by the 
Federal land banks. Testifying today were the authors 
of the respective bills mentioned above: Representatives 
Gathings, Wilson of Oklahoma, Noland, Williams, and 
Christopher. Other witnesses heard were N. A. Back, 
Office of Secretary of Agriculture; J. R. Isleib, Farm 
Credit Administrator; Dillard Lasseter, Farmers Home 
Administrator; and Marion Clawson, Director, Bureau 
of Land Management, Department of the Interior. Тће 
testimony disclosed that the Department of Agriculture 
felt generally that Government should retain all sources 
of mineral rights in large land tracts and transfer them 
to the Department of the Interior. It recommended the 
transfer of small isolated tracts to private ownership. 
It was brought out that the committee will endeavor to 
work out legislation satisfactory to all concerned and 
clear the titles to a large part of the property in ques- 
tion. Adjourned subject to the call of the Chair. 


HOUSING 


Committee on Banking and Currency: Concluded pub- 
lic hearings on H. R. 4009, Housing Act of 1949. At 
today's meeting Senator Cain testified in favor of an 
amendment which would require the removal of a slum 
unit for every new unit of public housing. Rt. Rev.

VETERANS' PENSIONS 


Committee on Veterans’ A fairs: Met in executive ses- 
sion to consider veterans’ pension legislation, and ius 
the following action: 

Voted to substitute the provisions of H. R. 4523 for 
H. R. 3821, veterans’ pension bill, after amending the 
former bill to provide the following benefits: . 
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Pension of $60 a month payable when unemployable, 
meets the provisions of the needs test, and fulfills the 
following other requirements: 

Less than age 55, 60 percent single disability or a 
combined disability of 70 percent with requirement 
that at least one disability be 4o percent in degree. 

Age 55, a single or combined disability rating of 
60 percent. 

Age 60, a single or combined disability rating of 
50 percent. 

At age 65, a veteran shall be presumed to be perma- 
nently and totally disabled without a medical examina- 
tion and without regard to unemployability, and the 
pension rate would be $72 a month. 

The rate of $100 per month is provided in lieu of the 
$60 and $72 rates where a veteran is permanently and 
totally disabled and, in addition, is so helpless or blind 
as to need the regular aid and attendance of another 
person. 

The bill also increases the income limits for a single 
veteran or a widow with child or children from $1,000 
to $1,200. The $2,500 limit now in the law applicable 
to veterans who are married or have dependents, and 
to widows with children, was left unchanged. 

The bill applies to veterans of both World Wars I 
and II and contains a bar to benefits going to those who 
advocate the overthrow of the Government by force or 


violence. The provisions for veterans below age 65 are ` 


_ the same as now presently administered by the Veterans’ 
Administration under extension 5 to the 1945 Disability 
Rating Schedule. 

A clean bill, H. R. 4617, was introduced today in lieu 
of H. R. 4523, as amended. This will be considered 
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when the committee meets tomorrow to vote on report- 
ing the measure to the House.

REMOUNT SERVICE—CITRUS FLY 


Committee on Agriculture: Subcommittee No. 2 con- 
sidered H. R. 3003 and 3022, and S. 969, bills to transfer 
back to the Kellogg Foundation the land and improve- 
ments of the Pomona Remount Station, which the foun- 
dation had given the Government and for which no 
useful project is now contemplated. Dr. E. W. Morris, 
president, Kellogg Foundation, explained the back- 
ground of the agreement to transfer the property to the 
U. S. Government, saying it was understood the prop- 
erty would become important part of Army Remount 
Service and continue breeding of Arabian horses. 
There is no appropriation contemplated for the Po- 
mona Station, and the foundation, as well as the De- 
pariment of Agriculture, feels that it has a strong equi- 
table interest in its disposition. Representatives Shafer 
and White of California, and E. J. Overby, assistant to 
the Secretary of Agriculture, spoke on behalf of the pro- 
posed legislation. 

The subcommittee heard an explanation by Repre- 
sentative Miller of Nebraska on H. R. 1242, transferring 
part of Robinson Remount Station to the city of Craw- 
ford, Nebr. Mr. Overby stated the Department had no 
objection to this bill. 
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A bill, H. R. 4263, to combat citrus black fly, was ex- 
plained by its author, Representative Bentsen and Dr. 
Sievert A. Rohwer, Assistant Chief of the Bureau of 
Entomology and Plant Quarantine. Representative 
Lyle also spoke in favor of the bill. This insect is the 
most serious menace to the citrus industry, and eradica- 
tion work and control are vitally necessary. 


FLORIDA LANDS—DEFENSE CATALOG SYSTEM 
Committee on Armed Services: Subcommittee No. 1 
approved the following bills for reporting to the full 
committee: H. R. 2417, to improve recreation facilities 
at Eglin Field, Fla.; H. R. 2418, to authorize restocking 
and conservation of game in Eglin Field Reservation;

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VETERANS’ PENSIONS 


Committee on Veterans’ Affairs: Ordered reported to 
the House H. R. 4617, which would provide the follow- 
ing: 

Pension of $60 a month payable when unemployable, 
meets the provisions of the needs test, and fulfills the 
following other requirements: 

Less than age 55, 60 percent single disability or a 
combined disability of 70 percent with requirement 


that at least one disability be до percent in degree. | 


Age 55, a single or combined disability rating of 
60 percent. 

Age 60, a single or combined disability rating 
of 50 percent. 

At age 65, a veteran shall be presumed to be perma- 
nently and totally disabled without a medical examina- 
tion and if found to be unemployable. The pension 
would be $72 a month. The vote was 14 to 8 to include 
the provision requiring a finding of unemployability at 
age 65. Also adopted an amendment defining “mar- 
ginal employment." 

The rate of $100 per month is provided in lieu of the 
$60 and $72 rates where a veteran is permanently and 
totally disabled and, in addition, is so helpless or blind 
as to need the regular aid and attendance of another 
person. 

The bill also increases the income limits for a single 
veteran or a widow with child or children from $1,000 
to $1,200. The $2,500 limit now in the law applicable 
to veterans who are married or have dependents, and 
to widows with children, was left unchanged. 

The bill applies to veterans of both World Wars I and 
II and contains a bar to benefits going to those who 
advocate the overthrow of the Government by force or 
violence. The provisions for veterans below age 65 are 
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the same as now presently administered by the Veterans’ 
Administration under extension 5 to the 1945 Disability 
Rating Schedule. 

The Veterans’ Administration has estimated that the 
measure, as reported, will cost approximately $8,693,- 
000,000 through the year 2000.

FLOOD CONTROL PROJECTS 


Committee on Public Works: Began hearings on flood- 
control authorizations for projects on which the Chief 
of Engineers has submitted favorable reports since the 
passage of the Flood Control Act of July 24, 1946, not 
included in the Flood Control Act of June 30, 1948. 
Maj. Gen. Lewis A. Pick, Chief of Engineers, opened 
today's meeting with a general statement on the status 
of National Flood Control Projects.

FAIR LABOR STANDARDS—MINIMUM WAGE 


: Committee on Labor and Public Welfare: By unani- 
mous vote, a subcommittee of seven agreed to report 
favorably to the full committee at its next meeting an 
amended version of S. 653, to amend the Fair Labor 
Standards Act of 1938. 

As approved, the bill would provide for a 75 cents 
per hour minimum wage; it would permit suability 
(amend the existing law so as to also permit the Gov- 
ernment to intercede in behalf of an aggrieved indi- 
vidual); and it would strengthen the existing prohibi- 
tion of child labor. The subcommittee reserved for the 
full committee’s consideration the matter of reexami- 
nation of area production with particular respect to the 
elimination of area production as it affects minimum 
wage. The subcommittee proposes to amend section 
7 (c) with respect to overtime so as to add the word 
“buttermilk” to the list of exemptions, and it proposes 
to extend exemption to small Western Union stations 
doing business up to $500 per month.

MINIMUM WAGE, VETERANS, AND PHYSICALLY 
HANDICAPPED 


Committee on Labor and Public Welfare: In executive 
session the committee voted to report to the Senate a re- 
vised version of S. 653, to amend the Fair Labor Stand- 
ards Act of 1938. 

As approved by the committee, the bill will embody - 
the amendments contained in the subcommittee print 
of June 23, with an additional amendment, as follows: 
It would provide for a 75-cents-per-hour minimum 
wage; permit suability (amend the existing law so as 
also to permit the Government to intercede in behalf of 
an aggrieved individual); strengthen the existing pro- 
hibition of child labor; amend section 7 (c) with re- 
spect to overtime so as to add the word “buttermilk” 
to the list of exemptions; and extend exemption to small 
Western Union stations doing business up to $500 per 
month. The amendment added by the full committee 
to the subcommittee print would eliminate any mini- 
mum wage exemption for agricultural processing in the 
"area of production" now contained in section 13 (a) 
(10) of the existing law. 

The committee also voted to report the following 
bills without amendment: S. 2115, to authorize pay- 
ments by the VA on purchase of automobiles or other 
conveyances by certain disabled veterans (amputees) ; 
S. 1859, to transfer certain land at Chillicothe, Ohio, 
from the VA to the Bureau of Prisons; S. J. Res. 81, au- 
thorizing an appropriation for President's Committee 
on National Employ the Physically Handicapped Week; 
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S. Con. Res. 17, expressing the sense of Congress that 
research of family aspects of chronic illnesses should 
be intensified; and H. R. 3151, to amend the Food, Drug, 
and Cosmetic Act te provide for certification of drugs 
composed of certain ingredients. 

Routine nominations in the Public Health Service 
were favorably reported. 


POSTAL AND VETERANS’ BILLS 


Committee on Post Office and Civil Service: Subcom- 
mittee, in executive session, took the following action: 
Voted to report unfavorably to the full committee S. 84, 
to amend provisions of the postal salary law by dividing 
rural carriers into 11 grades with salaries based partly 
on rates per mile per year and partly on a fixed compen- 
sation. 

Voted to report favorably to the full committee with- 
out amendment $. 1231, to repeal limitations on pay of 
certain rural mail carriers; S. 1232, affecting equip- 
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ment allowances of rural carriers; and S. 2030, to clarify 
laws relating to compensation of postmasters at fourth- 
class post offices which have been advanced because of 
unusual conditions. 

It voted to report favorably with amendments S. 1597, 
transportation of mail by air star routes; S. 660, to pre- 
serve equities of permanent classified civil-service em- 
ployees; and S. 1937, amending Veterans' Preference Act 
of 1944 for retention in Federal service of employees 
who have suffered loss of an eyevor a limb.

A separate vote was demanded on the Rees amend- 
ment that was adopted in the Committee of the Whole, 
deleting title II, providing for low-rent public housing, 
from the bill. By a vote of 204 yeas to 209 nays, the 
House rejected the amendment and restored title II, 
as originally introduced, to the bill. 

A separate vote was also demanded on the Jensen 
amendment, adopted in Committee of the Whole, bar- 
ring payment of salary to any employees who fail to sign

An amendment was adopted restricting to occupants 
of farms the provisions for loans for improvements to 
farm housing and buildings.

FOREIGN-AID APPROPRIATIONS 


Committee on Appropriations: In executive session, 
committee voted to report favorably to the Senate H. R. 
4830, foreign-aid appropriations for 1950. As approved 
by the committee, the bill would appropriate $5,573,- 
380,000, or $748,820,000 under the budget estimates. 
The budget estimates total $6,322,200,000. As passed 
by the House, the bill would appropriate $5,617,470,000. 

As approved by the committee, the bill provides in 
addition a fund of $150,000,000, to be loaned through 
the Export-Import Bank. The House-approved figure 
could be obligated in a 10!/4-month period, while the 
Senate committee version provides for a 12-month 
period. 

Of the total appropriations provided for in the bill, 
$4,628,380,000 is for ECA, $900,000,000 is for govern- 
ment and relief in occupied areas, and $45,000,000 is 
for Greek-Turkish aid.

(As approved by the committee, the bill would 
authorize the enlistment of 10,000 aliens instead of 
25,000, and would contain provisions for reenlistment 
and citizenship. The aliens would have to be unmar- 
ried. It is expected that contents of the bill will be 
introduced and reported under a new number.) 

Without amendment, S. 2192, to authorize the ad- 
justment of the lineal positions of certain officers of the 
naval service; S. 1834, private bill; H. R. 4646, to au- 
thorize Secretary of Army to lend certain property of 
the Department of Army to national veterans’ organi- 
zations for use in national youth tournaments; S. 1803, 
authorizing attendance of Marine Band at Reserve Of- 
cers Association at Grand Rapids, Michigan; and H. R. 
2418, to authorize restocking, propagation, and con- 
servation of game in the Eglin Field Reservation. 

The committee also voted to report with amend- 
ment, after the subcommittee had reported to the full 
committee, S. 1939, to provide that each year of service 
as a member of a Reserve component prior to July 1, 
1949, Shall be deemed a year for purposes of retirement 
under the Army and Air Force Vitalization and Retire- 
ment Equalization Act of 1948. 

Committee also voted to report favorably 413 nom- 
inations in the Army, Navy, and Air Force.

KOREAN AID, RIO GRANDE BRIDGE, AND

Committee on Foreign Relations: In executive session, 
the committee voted to report a bill (to be introduced 
and reported) to promote world peace by providing 
financial aid of $150,000,000 to Korea, and authorizing 
the RFC to advance of that amount not to exceed $50,- 
000,000 until appropriations can be made, after receiv- 
ing testimony in executive session from Maj.

PUBLIC LAND, IRRIGATION, AND INDIAN BILLS 


Committee on Interior and Insular Affairs: In execu- 
tive session, committee voted to report without amend- 
ment S. 939, providing that certain lands withdrawn 
by an Executive order may be leased for exploitation 
of silica sand and other nonmetallic minerals only so 
long as such lands remain so withdrawn; S. 1606, au- 
thorizing Secretary of Interior to determine the validity 
of titles to lands under reclamation laws; S. 2042, pro- 
viding for construction of irrigation facilities for water 
users on the Buffalo Rapids project, Montana; H. R. 
2678, to permit the leasing of school lands within Wyom- 
ing for mineral purposes for terms in excess of 10 years; 
H. R. 2853 and H. R. 4261, private bills; and H. R. 5034, 
to authorize taxation of Indian lands in town of Lodge 
Grass, Mont., to assist in financing a municipal water- 
supply and sewerage system. 

It voted to report with amendment H. R. 1892, to 
authorize Secretary of Interior to issue a patent in fee 
to certain Indian lands in Lake County, Mont.; H. R.

million revolving loan fund at 21 percent interest for 
periods up to 40 years, available to colleges and universi- 
ties for construction of student and faculty housing.

Rodney M. Lockwood and William P. Atkinson, repre- 
senting National Association of Home Builders, testified 
in favor of continuation of titles I and II of the National 
Housing Act, with suggested amendments, extension 
of section 608, and a modification of the present law 
governing operations of the FNMA. ‘They opposed 
the proposed amendments to the Servicemen’s Read- 
justment Act, direct loans to veterans, direct loans to 
cooperatives, and the provisions in the bill providing 
for disposal of war and veterans housing. 

Francis G. Addison, Jr., representing the U. S. Cham- 
ber of Commerce, advocated extending certain sections 
of the National Housing Act due to expire shortly with 
modifications to bring them in line with a new level 
of building costs and prices. He strenuously opposed 
all programs for direct Government loans, stating, “This 
measure gives lip service to the principles of private 
enterprise, but what it proposes would decrease, rather 
than increase, the part of the housing market to be 
served by private enterprise." 

At an afternoon session, representatives of the RFC 
and Carl G. Strandlund, president of Lustron Corp., 
were interrogated by the committee with respect to 
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several RFC loans to the corporation. Hearings will 
be continued tomorrow. 


ALCOHOLIC BEVERAGE CONTROL 

Committee on the District of Columbia: Considered, but 
took no action on, various bills regarding alcoholic 
beverage control laws. At the hearing on Н. К. 4074, to 
prohibit the purchase of fermented malt beverages on 
credit in the District of Columbia, the following wit- 
nesses spoke on behalf of the bill: Representatives For- 
and, author of the measure, and Miller of Nebraska, a 
member of the committee; and George Hauker, secre- 
tary, Brewing Association for Maryland, D. C., and 
Virginia. Opposed to the bill were Burbon Dawes, sec- 
retary, Washington Hotel Association; Corporation 
Counsel Vernon West; Commissioner Guy Mason; and 
Alan W. Payne, Chairman, D. C. Alcoholic Beverage 
Control Board. 

The following witnesses testified in favor of H. R. 
3247, amending the Alcoholic Beverage Control Act 
relative to authority of Commissioners to make rules 
and regulations for issuance, transfer, and revocation of 
licenses, and insure collection of taxes, etc.: Philip A.

FOREIGN MILITARY AID 


Committees on Armed Services and Foreign Relations: 
In executive session, the committees continued their 
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work marking up for reporting to the Senate S. 2388, 
to provide military assistance to foreign nations. 

Actions today on various provisions of the bill by the 
committees include: By vote of 19 to 3, the committees 
adopted the Connally substitute amendment for title I 
(worked out by their subcommittee) authorizing 
$1,000,000,000 for foreign military aid. With this ac- 
tion, the total amount to be authorized by the bill, as 
it now stands, would be $1,314,010,000. 

It approved sections 102, 103, and 104, as follows: 
` Section 102 would authorize an appropriation of $500,- 
000,000 in cash of which not to exceed $100,000,000 
shall be immediately available upon appropriation, and 
not to exceed $400,000,000 shall become available when 
the President agrees.to the recommendations of the 
Council and the Defense Committee to be established 
under the North Atlantic Treaty. Section 103, in ad- 
dition to the $500,000,000 in cash, would give the Presi- 
dent authority, “within the limits of specific contract 
authority which may be granted to him,” to enter into 
contracts totaling up to $500,000,000 for carrying out 
provisions and accomplishing the policies of title I, dur- 
ing the period ending June 30, 1950. Section 104 would 
place restrictions on the use of the funds in the construc- 
tion and operation of factories. 

The George amendment to reduce by $200,000,000 
the proposed $500,000,000 in cash appropriations was 
rejected by a vote of 13 to 10. 

The Knowland amendment to authorize $193,000,000 
for China and the Far East was rejected when the com- 
mittees, by a vote of 12 to 9, adopted a substitute by 
Chairman Connally authorizing the appropriation of 
$75,000,000, “as an emergency fund for the President, 
which may be expended to accomplish in that area the 
policies and purposes declared in this Act.” 

Committees meet again September 12, when they 
hope to conclude their work and vote on reporting the 
bill to the Senate.

Conferees on H. R. 5268, to amend certain provisions of 
the Internal Revenue Code including sections on farm-

(No. ro relates to 
recapitalization cases and No. 11 to distribution of stock 
in case of reorganization.) In the case of Senate amend- 
ments 6 and 7, relating to estate taxes, the Senate receded 
from its amendments with amendments. In the case of 
Senate amendment No. 8, relative to percentage deple- 
tion, the Senate receded with an amendment to leave 
all items in but reduce percentage allowance from 15 to 
5 percent. 


INTERIOR APPROPRIATIONS 


Conferees on H. R. 3838, Interior appropriations for 
1950, continued in executive session in an attempt to 
work out all differences between the House- and Senate- 
passed versions of the bill, but did not conclude their 
work. They continued in night session. 

MILITARY APPROPRIATIONS 

Conferees on H. R. 4146, National Military appropria- 
tions for 1950, met in executive session to work out dif- 
ferences between House- and Senate-passed versions of 
the bill, but did not conclude their work. They meet 
again tomorrow.

SHIP SUBSIDY CONTRACTS 

Committee on Expenditures in the Executive Depart- 
ments: Approved the report of the Subcommittee on 
Government Operations giving the results of the study 
and findings from evidence presented in the public hear- 
ings before the subcommittee in July and August show- 
ing conclusively that the Maritime Commission failed 
to follow proper procedures as contemplated by Con- 
gress in the Merchant Marine Act of 1936, as amended, 
in its approval of contracts with three shipping com- 
panies. 

The special report of the Comptroller General of July 
11, 1949, related to the construction of six vessels at a 
cost to the Maritime Commission of approximately 
$150,000,000 and the sale of these vessels to private ship 
operators for approximately $70,000,000. It contained 
charges of maladministration and excessive expenditures 
of public funds, alleging “irregular procedures, inac- 
curate calculations, and unjustifiably liberal interpreta- 
tions of statutory language,” on the part of the Maritime 
Commission. 

The conclusion of the report expresses commendation 
for the Comptroller General for performance of valu- 
able service by submitting this special report which 
caused the congressional inquiry and urges the House 
Committee on Merchant Marine and Fisheries to further 
the review of the recommendations of the Comptroller 
General.

Committee on Foreign Affairs: The following Members 
of the House testified at hearings on H. Con.
